The finanecial position of the Cubana is far
better than that of the Spaniards. The Cubans
aro not fighting for hire, and, 8panish reports to
the contrary notwithstanding, it s the Cubans
who are doing the fighting—not Amerieans, not
Dominicans, The Spanlards, having discovered
that in any town away from the const the com-
missnrial cannot rely upon foraging expeditions,
are sl foreed to detall very large escorts to pro-
tect thelr provisions into the interfor. In miany
instances whole traing have been oaptured on
thivir roturn from the const, especially on the
rond between Santa Cruz and Puerto Principe.
No such difienlty attends the Cubans, They
e willingly provisioned In whatever part ol
the islnud they moy be.. Thelr one great obata-
¢le has hitherto been the want of arms and am-
munition. That some suceessful expeditions
have beon landed is well kuown; wo entortain
very little doubt that others will be; and if either
Quesadn or Cespedes be once In possession, ns
we are lod o belleve they may be by this timoe,
obs few well-drilled batteries of ficld artillery,
the end eannot be far off.

In addition to the sources of revolutionary
stremgth which we have alrondy mentioned,
sonne aceonunt shenld be taken of possible defoc-
tion from the Spanish reguliars, whose hearts, it
I well known, are not in thelr work. The
Cubans bhave, moreover, nnother great ally,
whose advent must be cloge at hand—the justly
dreaded vornilo.
